After  the  way  which  they  call  heresy,  so  worship  I  the 
God  of  my  fathers,  believing  all  things  which  are  written  in  the  law, 
and  the  prophets. 

I  continue  witnessing  both  to  small  and  great,  saying  none 
othdr  things  than  those,  which  the  prophets  and  Moses  did  say  should 
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cjme,  ver.  32.  that  Christ  should  suffer,  and  that  he  should  be  the 
first  that  should  rise  from  the  dead. 

Acts  iii.  18.  Peter  said,  those  things  that  God  before  had  shewed, 
by  the  mouth  of  all  his  prophets,  that  Christ  should  suffer,  he  hath 
fulfilled. 

x.  43.  To  him  gave  all  the  prophets  witness, 

xviii.  21.  Apostles  mightily  convinced  the  Jews,  shewing  by  the 
scriptures  that  Jesus  was  Christ. 

Paul  expounded  and  testified  the  kingdom  of  God,  per- 
suading them  concerning  Jesus,  both  out  of  the  law  of  Moses,  and 
out  of  the  prophets. 

III.  Prophecies  concerning  Christ  fulfilled,  in  his  incarnation,  life?

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feet,  till  Shilo  come.  'As  a  proof  that  this  sceptre,  the  ensign  of  go- 
'  vernment  was  departed  from  Juclah  at  our  Saviour's  birth'— ± 

Luke  ii.  3.  Joseph  and  Mary  with  others,  went  to  be  taxed  by  the 
authority  of  a  heathen  emperor. 

Dan.  ix.  24.  Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  thy  people,  and 
upon  thy  holy  city,  to  finish  the  transgression,  and  to  make  an  end 
of  sins,  and  to  make  reconciliation  for  iniquity,  and  to  bring  in  ever- 
lasting righteousness,  and  to  seal  up  the  vision  of  prophecy,  and  to 
anoint  the  most  holy. 

Ver.  25.  Know  therefore  and  understand,  that  from  the  going  iortii 
of  the  commandment  to  restore  and  build  Jerusalem,  unto  the  Mes- 
siah the  prince,  shall  be  seven  weeks  ;  and  threescore  and  two  weeks. 
the  street  shall  be  built  again,  and  the  wall  even  in  troublesome  times. 

Ver.  26.  And  after  threescore  and  two  weeks,  shall  the  Messiah 
be  cut  off,  but  not  for  himself;  and  the  people  of  the  prince  that 
shall  come,  shall  destroy  the  city  and  the  sanctuary,  and  the  end 
thereof  shall  be  with  a  flood,  and  unto  the  end  of  the  war,  desolations 
are  determined.

I  have 
received  of  the  Lord,  that  which  also  I  delivered  unto  you,  that  the 
Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread  ; 

Ver.  24.  And  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said, 
take  eat,  this  is  my  body  which  is  broken  for  you,  this  do  in  remem- 
brance of  me. 

Ver.  25.  After  the  same  manner  also  he  took  the  cup  wljen  he  had 
supped,  saying,  this  cup  is  the  New  Testament  in  my  blood,  this  do 
ye  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it  in  remembrance  of  me. 

Ver.  26.  For  as  oft  as  ye  cat  this  bread  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do 
shew  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come. 

IV.  It  it  to  be  received  frequently.  Acts  ii.  42.  The  primitive  chris- 
tians continued  stedfastly  in  the  apostles  doctrine  and  fellowship,  and 
in  breaking  of  bread  and  prayers. 

xx.  7.  On  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the  disciples  came  toge- 
to  break  bread,  Paul  preached  unto  them.  Ver.  1 1. 

V.  It  is  to  be  received  with  suitable  fircfiaralion.  1  Cor.  v.  7.  Purge 
nut  the  old  leaven,  that  ye  may  be  a  new  lump  as  ye  arc  unleavened  : 
lqr  even  Christ  our  passover  is  sacrificed  for  us. 
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t  Cor.  v.  8.  Therefore  let  us  keep  the  feast,,  not  with  the  old  lea- 
den, neither  with  the  leaven  of  malice  and  wickedness,  but  with  the 
unleavened  bread  of  sincerity  and  truth. 

x.  3.    Our  fathers  did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat. 

Ver.  4.  And  did  all  drink  the  same  spiritual  drink,  (for  they  drank 
of  that  spiritual  rock  that  followed  them,  and  that  r-ock  was  Christ.) 

With  many  of  them  God  was  not  well  pleased,  for 
they  were  overthrown  in  the  wilderness. 

Ver.  6.  These  thing's  were  our  examples,  to  the  intent  we  should 
not  lust  after  evil  things  as  they  lusted. 

Ver.  7.  Neither  be  ye  idolaters  as  some  of  them  were. 

Ver.  8.  Neither  let  us  commit  fornication,  as  some  of  them  did., 

Ver.  9.  Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ,  as  some  of  them  tempted. 

Ver.  1 0.  Neither  murmur,  as  some  of  them  murmured. 
•  Ver.  14.  Flee  from  idolatry. 

Ver.  16.  The  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  com- 
munion  of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?■  the  bread  which  we  break  is  it  not 
the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ  ? 

Ver.  17.  For  we  being  many  are  one  bread,  and  one  body,  for  we 
are  all  partakers  of  that  one  body. 

Ver.  20.  The  things  which  the  Gentiles  sacrifice,  they  sacrifice  to 
devils  and  not  to  God,  and  I  would  not  that  ye  should  have  fellowship 
with  devils. 

Ver.  21.  Ye  cannot  drink  the  cup  of  the  Lord,  and  the  cup  of  de- 
vils, ye  cannot  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  table,  and  of  the  table  of 
devils. 

Ver.  31.  Whether  ye  eat  or  drink,  or  whatsoever  ye  do,  do  all  to 
the  glory  of  God. 

Ver.  32.  Give  none  offence,  to  Jews  nor  to  Gentiles,  nor  to  the 
church  of  God. 

xi.  27.  Whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the 
Lord  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord. 

1  Cor.  xi.  28.  But  let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of 
that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup. 

Ver.  29.  For  he  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and 
drinketh  damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the  Lord's  body.

N.  B.  The  preparation  required  to  the  acceptable  receiving  the  Lord'? 
supper,  are  those  same  qualifications  that  are  required  in  accept- 
able prayer,  which  see  at  large  in  the  chap,  upon  prayer.  The  sins 
for  which  men  ought  to  be  excluded  from  this  ordinance,  are  the 
same  sins  persisted  in,  for  which  the  sacred  scriptures  allow  that 
they  should  be  excluded  from  christian  societv,  and  declare  that 
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such  shall  be  excluded  out  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ;  which  see 
in  the  various  characters  of  sinners,  and  threats  against  them. 
Also  see,  persons  that  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  ;  and*, 
persons  that  shall  be  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire.

Luke  ii.  27.  He  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple.  Ver.  28.  He 
took  up  the  child  (Jesus)  in  his  arms  and  blessed  God,  and  said,

rusalem bind  the  man  that  owneth  this  girdle. 

xxviii.  25.  Well  spake  the  holy  ghost  by  Esaiasthe  prophet. 

1  Tim.  iv.  1.  The  Spirit  speaketh  expressly  that  in  the  latter  days 
some  shall  depart  from  the  faith. 

Isa.  ix.  8.  The  holy  ghost  thus  signifying,  that  the  way  into  the 
holiest,  was  not  yet  made  manifest.

He  that  loveth  pleasure  shall  be  a  poor  man,  he  that 
loveth  wine  and  oil  shall  not  be  rich. 

xxiii.  1,  When  thou  sittest  to  eat  with  a  ruler,  consider  diligently 
what  is  before  thee  ; 

Ver.  2.  And  put  a  knife  to  thy  throat,  if  thou  be  a  man  given  to 
appetite. 

Ver.  3.  Be  not  desirous  of  his  dainties,  for  they  are  deceitful  meats. 

Ver.  20.  Benot  amongst  winebibbers,  amongst  riotous  eaters  of  flesh. 

Ver.  21.    For  the  drunkard  and  the  glutton  shall  come  to  poverty. 

xxviii.  7.  He  that  is  a  companion  of  riotous  men  shameth  his  father. 

xxx.  22.  The  earth  cannot  bear  a  fool  when  he  is  full  of  meat.

Take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any  time  your  hearts  be 
overcharged  with  surfeiting  and  drunkenness  and  the  cares  of  this 
life,  and  so  that  day  come  upon  you  unawares. 

Rom.  xiii.  13.  Let  us  walk  honestly  as  in  the  day,  not  in  rioting 
and  dj  unkenness,  not  in  chambering  and  wantonness. 

Ver.  14.  But  put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not  pro- 
vision for  the  flesh,  to  fulfil  the  lusts  thereof.

They  shall  receive  the  reward  of  unrighteousness  that  count 
it  pleasure  to  riot  in  the  day  time :  spots  they  are,  and  blemishes, 
sporting  themselves  with  their  own  deceivings. 

Jude  ver.  12.  Feeding  themselves  without  fear.   See  Amos  vi.  6. 

III.  Drunkenness,  the  evils  thereof.  Prov.  xx.  1.  Wine  is  a  mock- 
er, strong  drink  is  raging,  and  whosoever  is  deceived  thereby  is  not 
wise. 

Prov.  xxiii.  29.  Who  hath  woe  ?  who  hath  sorrow  ?  who  hath  con- 
tentions ?  who  hath  babblings  ?  who  hath  wounds  without  cause  ?  who 
hath  redness  of  eyes  ? 

Ver.  30.  They  that  tarry  long  at  the  wine,  they  that  go  to  seek 
mixt  wine. 

Ver.  3 1 .  Look  not  on  the  wine  when  it  is  red,  when  it  giveth  his 
colour  in  the  cup,  when  it  moveth  itself  aright. 

Ver.  32.  At  the  last  itbiteth  like  a  serpent,  and  stingeth  like  an  adder. 

Ver.  33.  Thine  eyes  shall  behold  strange  women,  and  thine  heart 
shall  utter  perverse  things.  Ver.  34,  35. 

Isa.  v.  1 1 .  Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early  in  the  morning,  that 
they  may  follow  strong  drink,  that  continue  until  night,  till  wine  in- 
flame them.

There  is  no  good  in  them  but  for  a  man 
to  rejoice  and  do  good  in  his  life.

For  he  shall  not  much  remember  the  days  of  his  life,  be- 
cause God  answereth  him  in  the  joy  of  his  heart.  Chap.  ii.  24. — iii.

John  the  baptist  came  preaching  and  saying,  re* 
pent,  for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is.at  hand.  Acts  xiii.  24**-xix.  4. 
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Matt.  iii.  8.  Bring  forth  fruits  meet  for  repentance. 

Ver.  10.  The  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the  tree,  every  tree  which 
bringethnot  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

iv.  17.  Jesus  began  to  preach,  and  say,  repent,  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  at  hand. 

ix.  1 3.    Jesus  said,  I  came  to  call  sinners  to  repentance.  Mark  ii.  1 7. 

Mark  vi.  12.  The  disciples  being  sent  forth  by  Christ,  preached 
that  men  should  repent.  Ver.  7. 

Acts  xx.  21.  Paul  said,  I  taught,  testifying  both  to  the  Jews,  and 
also  to  the  Greeks,  repentance  toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

xxvi.  20.  I  shewed  first  to  the  Jews  and  then  to  the  Gentiles,  that 
they  should  repent  and  turn  to  God,  and  do  works  meet  for  repen- 
tance.  See  above,  Matt.  iii.  8. 

II.  The  duty  of  repentance  enforced  by  threat  enings  in  the  New  Tes- 
tament. Matt.  xi.  20.  Then  began  Jesus  to  upbraid  the  cities  wherein 
most  of  his  mighty  works  were  done,  because  they  repented  not. 

Ver.  2 1 .  Saying,  woe  unto  the  Chorazin,  woe  unto  thee  Bethsaida, 
for  if  the  mighty  works  which  were  done  in  you  had  been  done  in 
Tyre  and  Sidon,  they  would  have  repented  long  ago  in  sackcloth  and 
ashes. 

Ver.  22.  But  I  say  unto  you,  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre 
and  Sidon  at  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for  you.  Ver.  23.  See  Caper- 
naum threatened,  ver.  34. 

xii.  41.  The  men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  in  judgment  with  this  ge- 
neration, and  shall  condemn  it,  because  they  repented  at  the  preach- 
ing of  Jonas,  and  behold  a  greater  than  Jonas  is  here.  Luke  xi.  32. 
Compare  Jonah  iii.  5. 

xxi.  31.  The  publicans  and  harlots  go  into  the  kingdom  of  God 
before  you. 

Ver.  32.  For  John  came  to  you  in  the  way  of  righteousness,  and 
ye  believed  him  not,  but  the  publicans  and  harlots  believed  him,  and 
ye  repented  not. 

Acts  xvii.  30.  The  times  of  ignorance  God  winked  at,  but  now 
commandeth  all  men  every  where  to  repent. 

Rev-  ii.  5.  Remember  from  whence  thou  art  fallen  and  repent.  I 
will  come  and  remove  thy  candlestick,  except  thou  repent.  See  ver. 
16,  21,22.  Ch.  iii.  3.— ix.  20.— xvi.  9. 

III.  The  duty  of  repentance  encouraged  by  the  fir  onuses  in  the  New 
Testament.  John  xxiv.  46.  It  behoved  Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise 
from  the  dead,  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preach- 
ed in  his  name  among  all  nations. 

Acts  ii.  38.  Repent  and  be  baptised,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 

iii.  19.  Repent  and  be  converted,  that  your  sins  may  be  blotted  out. 

viii.  22.  Repent  of  this  thy  wickedness,  and  pray  God,  if  perhaps 
the  thoughts  of  thine  heart  may  be  forgiven  thee. 

IV.  Promises  to  those  that  return  to  God.  Deut.  iv.  30.  When  thou 
art  in  tribulation,  and  all  these  things  are  come  upon  thee,  if  thou 
turn  to  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  shall  be  obedient  to  his  voice,

1  Sam.  vii.  3.  If  ye  do  return  unto  the  Lord  with  all  your  hearts, 
and  prepare  your  hearts  unto  the  Lord,  and  serve  him  only,  he  will 
deliver  you.  1  Kings  viii.  33,  to  38,  48,  49.  2  Chron.  vi.  37.  Neh. 
ix.  33.  Ps.  cvi.  6.  Dan.  ix.  5,  15. 

Job  xxii.  23.  If  thou  return  to  the  Almighty  thou  shalt  be  built  up.

For  we  that  are  in  this  tabernacle  do  groan  being  burdened, 
not  for  that  we  would  be  unclothed  but  clothed  upon,  that  mortality 
might  be  swallowed  up  of  life. 

Eph.  iv.  30.  By  the  holy  Spirit  of  God  ye  are  sealed  unto  the  day  of 
redemption.

xcvi.  13.  Jiecometh  to  judge  the  earth.  He  shall  judge  the  world 
with  righteousness,  and  the  people  with  his  truth.  Ver.  10.  Ps.  lviii. 
1  1. — xcviii.  8. 

Acts  xvii.  31.  He  hath  appointed  a  day  wherein  he  will  judge  the 
world  in  righteousness. 

Rom.  ii.  2.  The  judgment  of  God  is  according  to  truth.    Ch.  iii.  5. 
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Rom.  ii.  12.  As  many  as  have  sinned  in  the  law  shall  be  judged 
by  the  law. 

Ver.  16.  In  the  day  when  God  shall  judge  the  secrets  of  men  by 
Jesus  Christ.

Every  idle  word  that  men  shall  speak,  they,  shall  give 
account  thereof  in  the  day  of  judgment.  Ver.  37.

V.  Uses  to  be  made  of  the  doctrine  of  a  future  judgment,  and  it* 
consequences  ;  for  encouraging  stedfast?iess  and  perseverance  in  sun- 
dry graces  and  duties  of  the  christian  life.  Luke  xxi.  34.  Take  heed 
to  yourselves,  lest  at  any  time  your  hearts  be  overcharged  with  sur- 
feiting and  drunkenness  and  the  cares  of  this  life,  and  so  that  day  come 
upon  you  unawares.   Compare  1  Pet,  iv.  45. 
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Luke  xxi.  35.  For  as  a  snare  shall  it  come  on  all  them  that  dwell 
on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

Ver.  36.  Watch  ye  therefore  and  pray  always  that  ye  may  be  ac- 
counted worthy,  to  escape  all  these  things  that  shall  come  to  pass,  and 
to  stand  before  the  Son  of  man.  See  Matt.  xxiv.  42,  44,  to  5 1.  Mark
